The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS 

In Claim 1 , page 2 (1 of 6), last line, after "downstream side", the phrase - - and a 
downstream end of the stacking portion - - has been added. 

In Claim 5, line 3, "lever" has been changed to - - means - -. 

In Claim 5, line 7, "lever" has been changed to - - means - -. 

In Claim 7, line 2, "lever" has been changed to - - means - -. 

In Claim 7, last line, "lever" has been changed to - - means - -. 

In Claim 8, last line, "lever" has been changed to - - means - -.

In Claim 9, last line, "lever" has been changed to - - means - -. 
In Claim 1 1 , line 4, "lever" has been changed to - - means - -.

Claim 34 is has been cancelled. 

Claims 1-2, 5, 7-11, 14, 18, and 33 are allowed. 

Note: the blocking means in the claims has not been construed under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12, 6 th paragraph since the "blocking means" is a structure. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's and Examiner's amendments have overcome the 35 U.S.C. §§ 102 
and 103 rejections of the previous office action. Further, the independent claims 
overcome the prior art since they require that the blocking means separates from the 
downstream end of the stacking portion when the tray moves to the supplying position 
and that the blocking means moves integrally with the tray (support: movement of 
210/210d/210e between FIG. 4 and FIG. 5).

The prior art of record does not disclose this combination of limitations. For 
example, Japanese Patent Publication No. 2001-301994 A to Kuge discloses a blocking 
means (see structure in figure 1 , at leader 4) and tray 4 (the rest of the tray other than 
the blocking means), however, Kuge does not disclose that the blocking means 
separates from the downstream end of the stacking portion when the tray moves to the 
supplying position. 

Further, in figure 6 (different embodiment than that of figure 1 embodiment) of 
Kuge, tray 9 moves, but the blocking means 37 does not move integrally with tray 9 
(blocking means 37 and tray 9 move independently of each other; the movements 
depend on the position of sheets 8 as shown in figure 7). 

Similarly, other prior references do not disclose all the limitations of the 
independent claim. Therefore, the claims are allowed.
